Although interesting, it is often 
sad to read in a biography the 
basis of many of the immortal 
short stories. Everything that 
happened to Fitzgerald of interest 
was set in some magical setting 
with his fluent, descriptive prose. 
The differences in the actualities 
and the end result in the stories 
are revealing as to Fitzgerald the 
man and Fitzgerald the ideal. 

Turnbull is to be congratulated 
on the discerning work he has done 
on the life of Francis Scott Key 
Fitzgerald, who deserves every 
word of it.

Unforgettable they are^ but ont 
cannot help but wonder how agree- 
able is pushing a canoe through 
the mud of the Combahee Rivei 
at four o'clock on a cold wintei 
morning.
